Germany tho dung of cattlo lies iu tho 
stable as bed for tho animals for several 
mouths, just as is tho case wilh sheep 
manure. As soon as tho dung rises, the 
cribs are raised, so that the diiug is lying 
sometimes fivo or six feet high midor the 
cattle. 
Tho bottom of the Istable is a little 


sloping behind, so lhat all the surplus fluid 
may run into cisterns. As soon as the duug 
is about two to two and n half feet deep, 
all the fluid is taken up by the undorbed. 
There is uo fear of having the cattle lying 
iu dirt or wet, when ou n farm straw is al- 
ways abuudaut to strew under. 
On our 


farms, where wo raise ryo and wheal, we 
produce great massesjif straw, which wo all 
return to tho laud saturated with animal 
excrement. 


By fattening animals, or when p astures 


are very rich and fresh, this kind of pre- 
serviug dung cannot bo done so well, since 
the manure becomes so liquid that no quan- 
tity of straw is sufficient to (jive to animals 
a clean dry bed. 
Tho most of tho year 


round, and on most farms, it is yot tho best 
way to gain n great quantity of (lung and of 
tho best quality. This ^treatment of dung 
requires of course, higher and larger stables 
than usual, but it makes itself fully paid. 
When tho cattlo are allowed to run about in 
tho stables, instead of being chained, the 
dung will become of n still more equal qual- 
ity, and iu tho properly moist state. 


When Iho farmer is ready lo handle tho 


dvmg, it ought to be carried from tho stable 
atonco to the laud and spread, without, 
drawing the dung into tho yard. It is no- 
ticed that dung treated iu this way does not 
IPSO so much of its volatile elements, us 
when, after laying about a week in Iho sta- 
bles, it is turned out into tho yard and 
heaped up there for weeks again. By leav- 
ing the sheep dung in stables for months, it 
is Iho best way 
to cover 
tha 
dtmg 


about every fortnight with somo- -inches 
of marshy soil or poat. This feoil will catch 
up all the volatile substances and keep them 
within.

minister to Spain engaged in a duel with th» 
duke d'Alba, he was prompted to the not' by 
the aGFoction which he bore hii mother. The 
minister himself 
immediately nfUrtrarcli 


challenged tlw marquis do Torgott, bocavia 
of the lovo and prida which ha had for his 
flrifo ami soil. 


In ISi'i a duel was fought in Paris between 


tlia editors of La Presse and thtGlobo. At 
tho first shot one of tha combatants w*3 
killed. To kill in a duel was murder by tha 
1 iws of Franco. Tho survivor was tried in 
accordance with that lair. The jury were 
out tan minutes, and when the foreman was 
asked, "Is the accusation true?" he replied: 
"Upon my honor and conscience, before 
(rod and man, tho declaration oft the jury is 
no; Iho accused is not guilty." This man, 
it is .said, was sincere and possessed a kind- 
ly nature. He was prone to dueling. In 1850 
M. 1". Uouvet fought with n member of the 
French Chamber of Deputies. Tho former 
was known as ' 'one of tho most distinguished 
and zealous members of the peace society 
of Frtnce." 


Lieutenant Hichard 
Somers, 
of 
the 


United States navy, who fought three duels 
in one day; was famed "as a man of mild 
and affectionate disposition." 


Vice-Admiral Tordeuakiold was killed in 


ft duel. His original name \raa Peter WesHol, 
but one day the king of Denmark Bald to 
him; 
"1 eiinobla you; 1 confer on you the 


utmia of Tordenskiold ^Thuudershield), and 
grunt you a coat of arms suitable to the 
liouorable name you have so well earned. 
You nra tho thunder 
which crushes the 


Hwedos, and tho shield which covers the 
navy of my kingdom." His private character 
was estimable, and "ho gave pensions to 
about lifty widows, ;md educated many or- 
phan children." 


GiHtnvus Adolphus cieterminea to sup- 


press dueling entirely iu Hvrodeu, and took 
measures accordingly: but so nicp wore the 
tionsibilitioH of this king t.bat he was known 
to ''cross tho frontier of his dominions for 
the purpose of evading his own laws, and 
orferinjr the satisfaction of a goutlemau to 
0110 of his. officers whom ho had offended." 


Sir Philip Sidney, favored to an unusual 


(l3»raa with ttia graces of sansibility and 
iiifdution, was more pvonn to engage in duals 
limn would be n, Now York "rowdy'' who 
possesses scarcely, if any, of tho same ele- 
ments of character. 
Tho latter is proud to 


"street brawls" aud bar room fights. Sir 
Philip challenged the earl of Oxford, but 
tha duel was prevented. 
Disappointed at 


the result, Sidnej retired to tha country, 
and in seclusion devoted himself to author- 
ship. The world is probably indebted to his 
dueling propanaitiea for tho fascinating ro- 
mance of 'Arcadia.* Under the most painful- 
ly self sacrificing circumstance's, this would- 
be duelist gave uttorarica to such worJs ad, 
"Poor fellow, thy necessity is gronter than 
mine!" Sidney died holding the position of 
a general in tho army.
